The vote on this resolution, reaciiod nfl 
five hours of debate, was 373 to 300. But the 
lay vote made It an decisive as It was, since 
the clergy gave the resolution n bare ma- 
jority of 170 to 160. 

A tew days atttr ihl.i vole, however, t 
"peace now" plea was voiced by the Rev. 
Henry Darlington, an Episcopal clergymi 
New York City, He urged that the Pope 
. Archbishop of Canterbury and the Metropoli- 
tan of the Riisslai^ church drop their dlffc; 
encos and unite In calling on political hcad.s 
ot ail nations to work for peace as tliey hav 
worked for war. 

Itaeems Incredible that Dr. Darlington does 
not believe tlinl this war Is being fought for 
peace— but a peace so decisive that It may 
be enduring, rather than Mr. Chamberlain' 
"peace In ovir time." Surely he must realise 
that' Chrlstlaa civilization was Imperiled by 
a danger too desperate to be removed by half ■ 
measures, 

Nazi and Japanc-ie barbarism Is a mallg 
nancy In the world's flesh. It canniil be cured 
by sedattves. It must be cut away and de 
fJroyed to slop its growth. TJiat l.i a fright. 
Catty bloody and painful business, but It niiisi 
be done. 

As the crucial operation In this fight tor 
free life 1.^ about to commence. Dr. Dnrllngton 
would have us return to the sedatives of ap- 
peasement and negotiation. The ministers 
who protested the bombing of acrmany 
would have llie surgeon bleed so that the 
patient might suffer further ravages- of the 
old disease. 

Would it not be belter If our stubbornly 
pacltlstic clcrRy could emulate the courage 
of their collcngues now serving as chaplains? 
Or might thoy not loUow the example o 
those many ministers who. realizing Chrls^ 
tianlty'a stake, have thrown their spiritual 
power behind the struggle'for total victory? 

Fighting Christians, and their tnmllles at 
home, need hope and comfort, not the doc- 
trine of futility and censure.
